In 1873 
he joined the London office of the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia and China, and 
in the antumn of 1874 began. his Bas- 
tern life by service with the Bombay 
Branch. From Bombay he went to Calcutta, 


In 1877 he was promoted accountant, and re- 
turned to the Bombay Agency, where he 
remained throughout the crisis which followed 
the disastrous failure of the City of Glasgow 
Bank. | 1880 saw him ‘appointed Agent at 
Hankow, and in the’autnmn of that year he 
opened a new Agency of the Bank at Yokohama. 
‘hen followed short peridds of servion as Agent 
respectively in Shanghai, Hankow, Singapore, 
Saigon; Hongkong, and Foochow, and sub- 
sequently;a year's well-earned furlough at home. 
Mr. Whitehead returned in October, 1883, and 
from that year until the present time the 
Hongkong Branch has had the ben-fit of 
his experienced management. So much for

On the ozcasion of his departure from Hor g- 
kong to. undertake the management of the 
London Office of the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia.and China, the Hon. Thomas Hender- 
son Whitehead, Manager of the Bank here, was 
entertained to a banquet in the City Hall on the 
3rd inst. by the Chinese commercial community 
of the Colony.

"a mercantile office in Liverpool, from 1871 to 


1873. He joined the London office of the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia and China 
in 1873 on probation for. service abroad, and 
was Sopolital ea Assistant Accountant in the 
Bombay office: in September, 1874. He was 
transferred to ths Caloutta agency in 1875, and 
from there in that autumn to the Bank's 


Shanghai Brench. He was promoted Account- 


ant and transferred to the B »mbay' agency in 
1877, and remained there through the crisis 
which followed the collapse of the City of Gla-- 


was, appeinted Agent at Hankow. He was 
transferred thither to Japan in August, 1880, 
to open a new agency of the Bank at Yoko- 
hama. In the Spring of 1881 he was appointed 


.temporarily t6 the Shanghai Branch, and from 


there to Hankow Branch for the tea-season, In 
that autumn he was transferred to the 
Straits and had charge of the Singapore 
Branch until March, 1882. After that he 
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Branch in the autumn of 1895 he was sent ona 
mission; to North China;and Peking. which 
lasted several months. In September, 1898, Mr. 
Whitehead proceeded to Eastern Siberia on s 
month's vacation but on arrival at Viadivostock 
he was asked by the Directors io return to 
the agencies of the Bank in Japrn, He returned 
to Hongkong in February, 1899, and after 
inospecting the Bank’s branches in North China 
in the Spring of 1900 went linme overland through 
Siberia and hy the great Trans-Siberian Railway. 
The Hongkong General Chamber of Connnerce 
appointed him one of its delegates to the Fourth 
Congress of the Chambers of Commerce of the 
Empire h+ld in London in June, 19C0, but as he 
was delayed by the shallowness of the water in 
the Amoor and Shilka rivers he d'd not arrive 
in London ualil July. While in England he 
delivered two important leotires under the 
auspices of the Incorporated Liv-rpool Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Royal Institnte 
in ke Simultaneously he returned to his 
first lofe on 3lst January, 1901, and was 
admitted a member of the most Honourable 
Society of the } ildle Temple;. He attended 
the Hilary term and ate the usual number of 
dinners. He left London in February, 1901, 
aud visited New York, Washington, Mexico, 
the Pacific Coast, and the Philippine Islands, in 
connection wilh the Bank’s business before 
resuming charge of his duties in Hongkong 


in July, 1991. He-has served on many 
Commissions and Committees, including 
the enquiry into the working. of the 


Tung Wa Hospital, the Po Leung Kuk Society, 
Insanitary Properties Commission, &c., &. 
During his career in Hongkong Mr. Whit:-head 
has appeared before the public in two capacities, 
namely, as the representative of the Chamber 
of Commerce on the Legislative Council. and 
as the Manager of one of the leading banking 
institutions here. I have already given a brief 
resumé of his work on the Council, and it would 
be iwpcssible on this occasion to allude to it in 


‘bat general terms. Mr. Whitehead modestly 


thinks that there are as good fish in the sea 
as ever came ont of it, and we all hope and 
trust that it may be found to be so, but Iim 
afraid without disparaging the efforts of others, 
that it will be some.time before we shall. be able 
to.secure on the Legislative Council a repre- 
sentative of such sturdy: independence and 
sterling, worth as himself, and oue having 
the interests of ev-ry section of the community 
so much. at heart.
